COUNTY BUDGET 
TO RELIEF NEEDS 


$700,000 Higher to Meet 
Bill for Needy 





About two-thirdg of the county 
budget for the fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1 will go as payments to 
the financially destitute in the 
county, it was revealed today. The 
new budget was adopted by the 
county supervisors Wednesday. 

In the budget is a total of $3,- 
500,000, of which $2,500,000 are 
mandatory appropriations for re- 
lef. Of the $2,500,000, the county 
will receive approximately $1,00,- 
000 from the state and federal 
governments, as their share in the 
relief program. 

The new budget is $700,000 high- 
er than was the budget for the 
year just closing. Almost all of 
“the increased figure in the budget 
is due to the relief costs. More 
persons are to be employed in the 
county welfare department and in 
gome cases salaries of regular em- 
ployees are to be raised. 

The increased budget means an 
increased tax rate, but C. E. Grier, 
chairman of the board, could not 
estimate what the rate might be. 
The rate will be fixed when the as-

if a general movement among 
citrus growers to- add new heat- 
pes or improved parts continues. 
Los |Angeles county is prepar- 
ing to adopt an ordinance re- 
quiring “smokeless’ heaters, A 
three-year “tolerance” period is 
proposed during this time, giving 
all growers time in which to 
bring their heaters up to date. 
In three years it igs proposed in 
Lés Angeles county to rigidly en- 
force the law requiring heaters 
that do not emit more than one 
gram of carbon per minute. 

Latest orchard heaters produce 
very little, if any, heavy smoke, 
ag indicated in recent demonstra- 
tions. Equipment may be added 
to old-style heaters which will 
also reduce the smoke. 

With the improvement of heat- 
ers and with the movement to 
curb the smudge nuisance gain- 
ing momentum, reports today in- 
dicated that within three years 
orchard heating without ‘“smudg- 
ing” will be a reality.

Sveryone should realize that a very successful boys’ com- 
munity camp was held this week.

It’s Up to the Governor 


‘It’s wp to the Governor.’’ That’s the comment of C. E. 
Grier, Upland, chairman of the county board of supervisors and 
president of the California County Supervisors association, rel- 
ative to the state relief situation muddle. 

In the opinion of Mr. Grier, Governor Merriam caused this 
muddle when he vetoed the supervisors’ bill. Among other 
things the supervisors’ bill would have transferred relief ad- 
ministration back to existing agencies in the counties at a tre- 
mendous saving. The bill also guaranteed local taxpayers 
should not be taxed more than 16 cents on the hundred for relief 
purposes. But the veto nullified that. 

There may be a way out of the relief problem. Governor 
Merriam, although vetoing the supervisors’ bill, endorsed its 
fundamental principle in his veto message, when he said: ‘‘I 
believe the counties should continue to care for the needy (the 
indigent), and the state, aided by the federal government, should 
provide for the unemployed (employable unemployed).’’ 

Perhaps we should take the governor at his word. Let the 
county care for our indigent, but let the state and federal gov- 
ernments assume full responsibility for transients and unem- 
ployed employables, both as to payments and administration. 
That, at least, will afford some measure of protection for local 
taxpayers,

The year just ending ts one of 
the best fram the standpoint of 
total rainfall and a'so from the 


standpoint of the rain being 
spread throughout the winter 
and. spring season, 

As the result of the water 


and flocd control projects more 
of the water run off was col- 
lected and the underground bas- 
ins are holding mor: water than 
for years. 

Rainfall total for the s¢ason, 
from July 1, 1936, to date ts 
34.88 inches, Mr. Johnson said. 
A year ago the rainfall total 
was 17.28 inches . Since the 
records were first kept in 1891, 
there have been only two sea- 
sons in which more rain _ fell. 
The record year is that of 1915- 
In January, 1916, rainfall 
totaled 27.72 inches, average of 
nearly an inch a day. Total for 
that season was 40.36. Another 
high total year is 1913-14, 
precipitation being 38.05 inches. 
All but 10 inches of that total 
fell in two mcnths. 

Four months of the year just 
closing produced sizable rains, 
with December hokding’ the rec- 
ord with 10.16 inches, Rain fell 
during ev:ry month of the year.
